Shanghai, June 4.—The city was 
guiet this morning after five days of 
excitement caused by the riots of 
students protesting against the prose- 
eution of strikers in Japanese cotton 
mills and their clashes with defense 
torces which wers maintaining order. 
The strike, however, appears to be 
spreading. 


Washington, June %3.—Additional 
war vessels to cope with the spreading 
anti-foreign revolt at Shanghai have 
been asked of the state department 
by Consul General Cunningham. 

“With the introdution of sniping 
by students, the immediate need of 
war vessels is increased, and two Brit- 
ish cruisers are expected today” Oun- 
ningham advised* the department 


The state department announced, on 
the basis of reports from Cunning- 
ham, that “conditions are regarded at 
Shanghai d@¥ exceedingly serious and 
indications ave that the activities will 
not be entirely confined to Shang- 
hai.

Alarming Feature. 

The most alarming feature of the 
present situation is the possibiiity of 
the spread of the anti-foreigin move- 
ment, initiated by Chinese “students, 
int’ other cities, in which case it 
mizht- assume the proportions of tne 
Bexer rebellion, in which seve;al Bu- 
rpean governments and the United 
States intervened. The Boxer rebel- 
lin originated in the some way, in sn 
uprising against foreigners, instigated 
Ly the Boxer secret-society, a powwer- 
ful organization. 

From reports it appears that there 
is strong likelihood of the present anti- 
foreign gctivity extending generuily to 
all of eastern China. 

Rights of America. 

In this case the rights of the United 
States and other nations in China 
would be seriously endangered, toclud- 
ing the maintenance of courts and for- 
eign troops. 

In his ea¥lier report Wednesday to 
the state department, Cunningham 
said that students and strike rioters 
are demanding release of arrested 
rioters, punisiiment of international 
police, boycott of foreign banks, 
blockades against incoming good sup- 
plies and mail, and destruction of for- 
eign property. 

“The Chinese reactioh is apparent- 
ly to minimize the criminality of the 
students,” the state department said 
in explanation of these demands, “and 
to insist upon some punishment for 
municipal officers. 

“Some Chinese, including officials, 
make preposterous demands for the 
release of all arrested, punishment of 
policemen and indemnity to families. 
Handbills are circulated denouncing 
foreigners for murdering Chinese and

In all probability Mayor Walter A. 
Sims today will veto the June fi- 
nance sheet. He indicated as much 
Wednesday after an exheustive etady 
of the sheet with Aldarman W. B. 
Duvall, chairman of the finanee com- 
mittee of city council, a0] City Gomp- 
troller B. Graham West... 

The mayor stated that he has made 
no definite decision as to what action 
he will take, however, and will give 
further study to the sheet this morn- 
mer. 

Veto of the sheet will hold up all 
pay checks and other vouchers issued 
by the city, at least until suéh time 
as couneil meets to take further ac- 
tion. - The next meeting of council 
is scheduled for June 15. 

Principal objections as.seen by the 
chief executive are that ansicipated 
revenues for the remainder of the year 
are inereasd approximately $220,000 
over the January sheet. Anticipated 
revenue from practically every source 
is increased, the largest. coming from 
general taxes which, according to the 
June sheet, must provide about: $75,- 
000 more than was anticipated in 
January. 

Mayor Must Be “Shown.” 
“T just can’t see where increases 
are coming from,’’ the mayor said, 
“and unless’ I-ean be shown: I. prob- 
ably will use the vete. The June 
sheet increases preperty assessments 
$5,000,000 more than ever: befere in 


order to provide an additional $75,000 
in revenues. 


“Anticipated receipts from. other 
sources are increased approximately 
‘$150,000, but Lam unable to see what 
grounds the increases were based on. 
I understood that we had anticipated 
every cent. of probable revenue in 
drafting the January sheet and I 
no possibility of getting mori 
than was figured a apt me.”

Sitting At Desk. 

He was sitting before his desk in 
the dental offices, when the door 
opened, and two young men entered, 
Dr: Pritchett stated. One of the 
pair advanced with a threatening at- 
titude, and commanded Dr. Pritchett 
to remain quiet and not to move if he 
valued his. life. 

From. this point on, the dentist 
said, he remembers fothing, for he

The blow sent me reeling to the floor.

This excludes 
th. boys and girls who have not suf- 
ficient resources to meet these ex- 
penses. 2 

This condition should by ail 
means be obviated. 

An equally distressing feature is 
the prescribed capacity of the state’s 
higher institutions, thereby—from 
physical reasons only—closing their 
doors to thousands of high school 
graduates who knock but cannot be 
admitted from a sheer lack of capac- 


lity to provide for them. 


There is no more pressing need 
in this state than physical improve- 
ments and cnlargements in the in- 
Stitutions of the university system. 

These problems will be up to the 
legislature soon to convene. 

In the meantime the suggestion 
of Mr. Cunningham for foundations 
for undergraduates up to the junior 
entrance ought to command atten- 
tion and serious thought.

To be sure, there is some 
work, but this, like the loan funds, goes 
mainly to. juniors and seniors. To my 
mind, the freshman and sophomore ‘years 
are the most important, as in these years 
the fundamentals of a college education 


There is a partial remedy for this, It 


may be the only remedy that is needed. 
It is this: The establishment of loan iunds 
at low rates of interest by generous in- 
dividuals to help worthy freshmen and 


such fonds so established that 
only the interest on the’ principal eum 
could be used for loans. This would be a 
real growing monument to the donor, liv-

GET IT OUT OF YOUR SYSTEM. 

A reader says he has been quite 
a heavy smoker for many years, and 
now at the age of 50 he has decided 
to quit. He would like to know what 
I. would suggest to get it out of his 
system. 

This*idea ‘of getting nitotirie or al- 
cohol or their associated poisons ont 
of the system is akin to getting a 
snappy bit of repartee off one’s ebest. 
I mean to imply that both expres: 
sious.are rather figurative. So far 
as I caw learn, there is nothing in the 
way of a poison left in a man's sys 
tem more than a day or two after le 
has taken a dose ef tovaccd,,, Nor is 
there any know” poison left in a man’s 
system more than a few hours after, 
he has taken*his last dose of alco- 
hol. There is enough damage done 
y tobacco or alcohol to keep a man 
out of health months or years or for 
a lifetime after he has finally dis- 
continued the habit. The popular idea } 
that there is something whieh one can 
get ont of liis system and so remove 
all effects of the chronic. poisoning 
from tobaccg or alcohol, is probably 
fostered by -the various secret semi-. 
secret “cures” for these habits. In 
telligent medical treatment is usually 
necessary jin’ the cure of alcoholism 
and sometimes a help in the cure of 
tebaecoism, but so far as I am aware 
such freatment does not get anvthing 
in particular outof the patient’s svs- 
tem. There is nothing in partienlir 
in ‘his system « to be driven out. The 
only poisons the secret or semi-secret 
aléoholism can possibly drive out of 
the drunkard’s system are the poisoirs 
contained in the alleged “cures” them- 
selves, and the ‘cathartics and emeti.'s 
commonly administered in such 
“cures” are not. certain to get all the 
poisons out of sfhe system at that. 

Several years ago I.endeavored to 
outline in a letter a’ regimen for the 
tobacco user who would overcome the 
habit and recover as much health as 
possible. I do not know whether this 
regimen is of particular value, thoush 
na great many former victims of tlie 
habit have assured me that it “cured” 
them. It is a very common thing fer 
a tobacco user to discontinue smoking 
merely on his own and withont any 
anecial aid at all. However, I am 
glad to send this regimen to any 
reader who asks for it for himself— 
I do not. offer it as a tract to he dis- 
tributed among abandoned users of 
the weed. I am not “agin” tobaceo, 
for I think the temperate use of it hy 
full crown men. is ordinarily not inj 
rious. YT am “agin” alcohol in any 
form or circumstance, for I think even 
the most sparing or temperate use of 
it is fraught with all the dangers 
that go with the abuse of narcotic 
drugs. I have never known of any sin 
or crime or tragedy from the temper- 
ate use of tobaceo: 1 have seen plenty 
of all of them from the temperate us? 
of alcohol. 

There is one mere theory (I can't 
prove it) which I offer cigaret 
amokers who would like to reform. 
The theory is that the craving for a 
faz is a depraved manifestation of 
oxygen deficiency, and if the oxygen 
deficiency be made good in the natural | 
way the smoker will feel set up will 
out the fag.. There is but one way 
to. make the system absorlb more oxy- 
gen. and that is by general exercise. 
You will notice that .cigaret smoking 
prevails chiefly among persone who, 
get the least exercise. -.

Production In Basic Industries 


ing At Relatively High Levels

Production in basic industries, says 
the federal reserve board, declined less 
than one per cent on the whole during 
April. And this comes as an after- 
math of all the gloomy industrial cur- 
tailment reports that have been pre- 
vailing for weeks. In the above illus- 
trated index of basic production, de- 
creased April output of iron and steel, 
flour and copper was largely offset by 
increases in mil] consumption of cot- 
ton and in the production of news- 
print and petroleum. It is worth 
while noting that this index does not 
include automebile output which dur- 
ing April was the heaviest of any 
month on record. It is also of interest 
to note that judged by this index, pro- 
duction was declining faster earlier in 
the year when business writers were 
more optimistic than it has declined 
recently in the face of a considerable 
degree of pessimism. 

A great deal has been made of the 
fact that production in a few indus- 


tries has been declining... Much less 
has been made of the fact that these 
curtailments have been the result of 
overproduction and that current levels 
of industrial activity, except in a few 
directions, are either comparatively 
high or nprmally satisfactory. Any 
troubles which industry as a whole 
is experiencing do not appear to be 
the fault of volume but rather the re- 
sult of a production that exceeds a 
heavy consumption of goods. Such a 
situation naturally means competition 
and soggy prices. To be sure a few 
industries, such as the coal and tex- 
tile lines, are suffering, but the causes 
in these cases are specific and not at- 
tributable to general economic .con- 
ditions, , 

Some curtailment in _ production 
schedules, where continuance of pre- 
vailing rates of output means glutted 
markets, is very obviously a sensible 
procedure and is thus not to be de- 
plored. |

The 
initial upturn was checked by over- 
night selling orders and the market 
eased off several points, as if still 
under the influence of yesterday’s gov- 
ernment crop report. Offerings were 
comparatively light after the heavy 
selling of yesterday afternoon. How- 
ever, the market firmed up at midday 
on the failure of weather. reports to 
show rains in the droughty section 
of south Texas and complaints of 
high temperatures in that quarter. 
Demand for July, which came partly 
from spot houses, also was a factor. 
Covering became slightly more active 
in the afternoon on the relative 
strength of the old-crop position, com- 
bined savith the fear of deterioration 
in the Texas crep prospect. 

October sold up to 22.388 and De- 

cember to 22.58. new crop months 
generally showing net advances of 32 
to. 36 points in the late trading. The 
cloge was within a few points of the 
best. 
Local brokers regarded the action 
of the market as indicating that the 
bearish view of yesterday’s govern- 
merit crop report had been fairly well 
discounted and private cable advices 
reported a similar feeling in the Liv- 
erpool market. This belief probably 
contributed to the covering movemen‘, 
but the main feature of the day was 
the relative strength of July, which 
closed 74 points over October, com- 
pared with a difference of 53 points 
at the close of the previous day.

SHARP ADVANCE 
IN WHEAT PRIGES 


Chieago, June —Reports that 
Illinois wheat had been injured far 
worse by the recent freeze than was 
generally supposed did much today 
to bring about a sharp advance in 
wheat. prices here. The wheat mar- 
ket closed strong, 3-Sc to 31-8¢c net 
higher, July 1.64 to 1.641-8 and 
September 1603-8 te 1605-8, with 
corn ranging from 11-Se decline. to 
1-Se gain, oats 1-8 to 3-8 at 1-2e up, 
and provisions at a rise varying from 
20 to 55c. 

According to one comprehensive re- 
port which received particular atten- 
tion, the wheat crop is virtually de 
stroyed over a hundred square miles 
of territory around Bloomington. Oth- 
er authorities contended that only 
the harvest will tell the actual amount 
of damage. An outstanding fact, 
however, was that a good many trad- 
ers were sufficiently impressed to buy 
wheat at a_ rather lively rate, espe- 
cially the July delivery. 

The gist of the croy damage re- 
ports was the assertion that wheat 
assumed to be exceptionally good has 
turned out to have no grain. in the 
head and is worthless except for hay. 
Hundreds of acres of wheat fields of 
this character were reperted as ai- 
ready being mown down. The con 
sequent Jate advancing trend of 
prices was in decided contrast with 
the action of the market earlier whea 
the domihating influence was unex- 
pected weakness of Liverpool quota- 
tions owing more or less te an im- 
portant bank failure in Denmark. Ad- 
ditional rains over wheat territory 
in this country acted also as a tem- 
porary bearish factor. 

Corn was steadied by the late 
strength of wheat. Warm moist 
weather prevailing, however, weak- 
ened corn prices to a decided extent 
in the first part of the day.
